THE COURT- FEES (ODISHA AMENDMENT ) ACT, 2012 


AN ACT FURTHER TO AMEND THE COURT -FEES ACT , 1870 IN 

ITS APPLICATION TO THIS STATE OF ODISHA 

Be it enacted by the Legislature ofthe State of Odisha in the 
Sixty - third Year of the Republic of India as follows:

1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Court -fees (Odisha 
Amendment) Act, 2012 .
